Dear Red: 


I appreciate your calling to my attention the need 
for an appropriate award to cover employees who are 
injured or killed as a result of riots, disorders and 
similar occurrences, 


We have studied your proposal for extending the 
coverage of the Purple Heart to meet this need. As 
stated in your letter of June 2, 1965, the proposed 
amendment of Executive Order 11016 to cover persons not 
serving with the military would alter the historical 
concept of the Purple Heart. It is our belief that it 
would be preferable to develop a new award to cover 
all Federal civilian employees who are not now covered 
by the Purple Heart. Since civilian employees of the 
military agencies serving with military units are now 
covered by E. 0. 11016, the new award would be designed 
to cover those employees who might be wounded or killed 
in non-military actions, and all other Federal civilian 
employees wounded or killed in either military or non- 
military actions. 


We plan to proceed with the development of an 
appropriate award for these purposes. I will forward

SUBJECT : Honor Awards 


1. There is some opposition within the Department of State to the 
Agency's recommended amendment to Executive Order 11016 to authorize 
the award of the Purple Heart to civilians. 


STATINTL 2.[ has informed us that the Legal Adviser of 
the Department of State has prepared papers on this subject for Joseph 
Palmer, Director General of the Foreign Service. Upon learning of the 
Department's opposition to the proposed amendment,[_ scaled STATINTL 
James Hoofnagle, Deputy Director General of the Foreign Service, who 
confirmed that the opposition was in his office. Mr. Hoofnagle was unaware 
of Mr. Crockett's interest in this matter and said that he would send the 
papers, together with a recommendation from Mr. Palmer, to Mr. Crockett 
without further delay. Presumably this recommendation will be negative, 


STATINTL although Mr. Hoofnagle told[_ shat, of course, the proposal 


would be approved if Mr. Crockett so desired. 


3. I suggest that you telephone Mr. Crockett sometime this week 
to see if he still favors the proposed amendment.
